DE 198 15 124 A 1 is identified on page 1 of the above-identified applicationrlt 
shows a fork lift truck with a single camera for viewing the area at the back of the vehicle. The 
embodiment includes an image screen in the line of sight of the vehicle driver, on which the 
camera image is displayed. This allows the vehicle driver not to turn around when reversing. 

DE 36 24 486 Al discloses a video camera device fixed on a vehicle or material 
handling truck so that the concealed portions of the field of view - for example when the fork 
is Ufted with a load - are selected and displayed on a video display unit arranged within the field 
of view of the operator. 

DE 196 38 140 A 1 shows a vehicle with two miniature cameras mounted on the 
outside of the vehicle fi-ame, providing images of the back of the vehicle which are displayed on 
a flat screen monitor positioned in firont of the driver as a combined image. 

DE 83 08 363 Ul discloses a TV camera with a wide-angle-lens fixed on a level 
with the fi-ont wheels for viewing the areas at the side and the back of a vehicle. The camera 
image is displayed on a screen in the line of sight of the driver. 

DE 297 05 054 Ul shows a set of miniature video cameras for observing the 
traffic flow and obstacles on the sides and the back of a vehicle mounted on the fi*ont and back 
parts of a vehicle. The images are to be seen on several displays as a combined picture on a 
screen. 

DE 199 23 964 Al refers to an image recording unit for recording images in 
several different directions of a vehicle, and an image processing unit for creating a video image 
with areas corresponding to a shape of vehicle windows. An image synthesizing unit overlaps 
the produced video image on several recorded video images, and a display device displays the 
produced image. 
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Picture 4 in the dhf magazine shows steering device with an electrical steering 
sensor located on an armrest of the driver's seat. ^ 
In addition the Patent Abstracts of Japan M-971, May 10, 1990, Vol. 14/No. 221 
and Japan M-283, March 15, 1984, Vol. 8/No. 57 have been cited. 

WO 98 15 427 Al has an English language equivalent, AU 43 22 497, that 
includes an English language Abstract which provides the relevance of the document. 

None of the cited documents discloses the contents of the above-captioned patent 
application. The invention relates to an industrial truck with a first camera for viewing a distant 
area and a second camera equipped with a wide-angle-lens for viewing a near area behind the 
industrial truck. In contrast, the cited documents show only arrangements where cameras 
regarding the back area of a vehicle on the same level are mounted.
